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PREFACE. 



Tbk tolkmiog coUMtion of Sacred Poetry will be fiHwd to aim 
ai no seetarian cUatiiictloiis. It liai rather been the wldi of the 
Compiler to ezdode all referenee to thoie opiiueni which are ttiU 
controverted amoqg; duristians, and to adranoe only thoae gr^at 
and important practical doetrinee in which all are professedly 
agreed. He has endearoared to avoid every expression which 
coald give offence to the serious christian of any denomination ; 
and thus, as ftr as possible, to enable all to umte, cordially and 
sincerely, in tibis interesting part of social worships the oelebra* 
tion of the praises of the Most Htg^ 

It has also been a princ^al object in this selection to combine 
taste with devotion. It is not meant that there is any natural re« 
pognanoe between them ; bat periii^ there are few persons of 
cultivated minds, who have not had cause to lament their too fre- 
quent disnnion. In comprising, however, a proper diversity of 
subjects, adapted to the many occasions of social and private 
worship^ or in any dsgree commensurate vrHh the various wants, 
f conditions and occurrences of human life, It has been difficult to 
avoid some sacrifices of good taste. On the other hand, a few 
hymns will be found here which are merely didactic, on subjects 
that do not adoEiit of the pathos of devotional feeling. But these, 
it is hoped, will not be thought to be misplaced, if it is considered 
that the use of a work of this kind is not confined to the solemn 
tervices of the sanctuary. Its influence in the retired walks of 
devotion, as a manual of christian edification and instruction among 
all ages, was deemed too important to be wholly disregarded. 

The works which have in any measure contributed to this Col- 
lection, have been oensulted, as far as practicable, in the origi* 
nah, and many pasmges have been restored 6rom tiie readings 
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in common use. In deviating^ from the first copies, the Compilei 
has had principally in view the imp^i^aat objects which have 
been stated. In other alterations, it has been hi^ design to adapt 
the sentiments to the different classes of character which make 
up every assembly of worshippers, and some of whom cannot, 
with propriety, be supposed to use expressions which are fitted 
only to those who faa<7e.«mde the highest attnlpmente. It would 
have heea useless, if fiet imposBiblo, to have nolad aH the 43h9i^es 
which have been anude or adopted. He has^ therefore, imrked 
as altered, only those hymni in vhkh any ehaige has lyeen made 
by himsdf. Hymns whaoh have never appeared before m any 
collection puUiflhed kk this country, are diirfinyuished by an obe- 
lisk, [t] Thoie with an asterisk {*]afiUedto^them, ire orighuUs, 
for which th»Coiiq;>ilef is principally indebted to Us friendau 

The nmngeMflfift in this Colleotion, it is boped, will b6 fiMUid 
to possess some advantages, in admitting of an ea«f refetenoe^ 
when the fint line is remembered, without the inlervention of a 
table, Tdiile the sulgeots are kept euffidently distinot for Ihe gene- 
ral reader. The copious Index at the end wiU, prebahfy, be a 
better guide to the difierent «al»$ects, than vaj dasnfieation which- 
oould harre been made. 

The Compiler has met with too many diffioultJM In satisfying 
himself in. (his undertadcipg, to permit the eKpeetaiion that he 
can have succeeded in satitfying others : 

^But aU IS in His hands whose praise he seeks.* 

To His blessing he commends the work, with an humble hope it 
may prove no unacceptable offering to the best interests of that 
religious society with which he is connected, and to that cause of 
pure Christianity which it would be his highest ambition to serve.
